hot scones at tea-time. So the home.

NOVELIST’S CHOICE 
Some say Sir Walter: Scott first 
discovered Meg Dod’s marmalade 
at a village inn, and describes her 
in one of his Waverley novels as the 
server of a delicious meal. There 
marmalade was served las a special 
relish with hot, boiled ham, pork, 
duck, and goose;..the novel ‘idea 


_being 40, popular_that_it was felt. 


to be a breach ‘of good manners to 
help oneself to a large portion. 


The invasion of ‘England: iby 
marmalade, ag a breakfast ‘dish 
seems to have travelled via Oxford 
University, where ‘undergrads * or- 
dered “squish” to add to their but- 
tered toast, bacon and eggs, and 
coffee. Brobably those admirable 
ladies, “maiden aunts,’ added it to 
their usual parcel of goodies sent:
